He obfcrves, that about the Upper part of the river U- 
raja^/jtowards Parana und theVrovince oi Paraguaii, ^here 
are rich Gold-mines, difcover'd by JefuUes^oi which the 
Gold is much finer than that of Pereu, 

In the fame Province grows an Herb call'd Herb of Para- 
_^i!3/,f,ordinariIy given to the Mine-men afBidied by the Sul- 
phureous and other damps of the Mines, who are recover'd 
by drinking the decodion thereof, which makes them vo- 
mit up with great eafe whatever troubles their ftomack* 

In tlie way from Buenos-ayre/ to Percu^ about S. jfago del 
Eflro^ as he met with Tigers very fierce, fo he found the Ly. 
ons very gentle. About the fame place he found thofe Aof. 
xa^hczWdGuanacos^ as big as Horfes, with long necks.lic- 
tle heads, and Ihort tayls; having in their flomack the Be- 
?[03r-ftone. 

Speaking of the Ojlriches abounding in that Country, he 
relateth a remarkable thing, which he faith he hath feen, 
vi^. That, when that Bird is hatching her Eggs, and 
they are ready to hatch^fhe breaks four of them and car- 
ries them to the four corners of the place fhe is hatching 
in: which Eggs thus broken coming to corrupt,there is in a 
little time bred out of them a great quantity of worms, 
with which the young ones, when hatched , are fed untill 
they are able to go and feek for their food elfewhere, ^c*
